ped by six planes swooping down 
upon shipping off the southeast 
coast 


One of the fighters crashed in the 


middle of a road near some cot- 
tages. The other was forced to land 
in a cornfield.

Striking at shipping off the south- 


east coast German bombers were 
engaged by British fighters and one 
of the bombers plunged into the 
sea. The others fled. 


The Germans attacked a convoy 


in the Thames estuary. 


While they were bombing the 


merchant ships, squadrons of the 
Royal Air-Force swooped and the 
raiders fled toward the coast where 
watchers saw the British dive on 
them.

New York — (J) — Upheaval in 


Europe has dealt a paralyzing blow 
to the ancient trade of money- 
changing, hardy survivor of cen- 
turies of war, revolution and eco- 
nomic trials. 


-For the first time in the exper- 
ience of veteran money dealers in 
Wall street, it has become virtual- 
ly impossible to carry on foreign 
exchange freely with Europe, erst- 
whUe tourist paradise and richest 
market for foreign trade. 


Nazi conquests of such European 


money centers as Amsterdam and 
Paris hit the complex international 
money-changing machinery in vital 
spots. Trade with the continent 
came to an abrupt standstill after 
the fall of France, except for a 
thin flow of business by way of 
Spain and Portugal.

to handle this opportunity for the benefit 
of humanity they would become bene- 
factors of mankind. But so would the 
democracies in 1918 have become similar 
benefactors had they not acted with the 
revenge and vindictiveness that governed 
their decisions. 


So long as Germany and Italy strike 


France down and grind her under heel the 
world is bound to see the wearisome and 
remorseless repetition of the past That is, 
France will sullenly and with determi- 
nation pick herself up from the ground, 
treat her wounds until strength is recov- 
ered, and craftily make pacts and build 
treaties with others, meanwhile watching 
her ancient foe for the signs of weak- 
ness that are bound to appear. When 
conditions are ripe the will strike. And 
when the enemy asks for "peace with 
honor" she will laugh loud and contemp- 
tuously even as she did in 1918. 


There is no peace and can be no peace 


that is not preceded by forgiveness. It is 
physically impossible to settle either the 
boundaries or the racial disputes in Eu- 
rope because no one can ascertain with 
certainty where they began nor upon' 
which side the merits actually exist. 


Arbitrary limits of territory must be 


fixed upon by way of compromise. 
But 


there can be no compromise unless there 
i« grace and condonation. Thus there can, 
never be settlement since each triumph- 
tot victor, instead of lifting the van- 
quished to his feet jumps upon him in 
drunken lumberjack fashion and gives 
him "the hobnail boots." 


The decision to crush France means a 


perpetuation of war and struggle and 
makes all the more imperative the ne- 
cessity of America adhering to its tradi- 
tional policy, until unfortunate 1917, of 
staying out of Europe. 


Cuba has every reason to bejgrateful to 


America, but its attitude to our present 
chief executive is that of a ducal appan- 
age to its noble master. 


For we give Cuba preferences we will 


not permit our own people to enjoy. We 
not only prefer Cuba when it comes to 
ordering sugar but we prefer Cuban la- 
bor to American labor. We have always 
taken Cuban sugar but we have not al- 
ways Cuban refined sugar. And the dif- 
ference is whether the refineries with 
their thousands of jobs shall be in Cuba 
or within our own borders. 


The wrong we do ourselves in this re- 


spect may be best presented in the lan- 
guage of a Louisiana leader in the sugar 
industry: 


"Under 
Roosevelt-Wallace acreage 


quota rulings, Louisiana sugar cane 
growers \vho are American citizens 
and voters today 
are 
barred from 


growing their natural crop on more 
than half their land, while sugar pours 
in from Cuba. Puerto Rico, Hawaii, 
and the Philippine Islands. 


"Half our land is idle, more than 


half our people are idle; enormous 
capital is idle. The Democratic party 
offers no willingness to change from 
what we have now except further to 
reduce domestic income by the de- 
struction of our crops through plow- 
under orders. At the same time it is 
favoring the crops 
of 
foreign na- 


tions." 
Verily Cuba will do its utmost at the 


Havana meeting, even going so far as to 
have its principal officials speak the piece 
written for them at Washington. 


Certainly we should get something 


sometime for the way we abuse our own 
people.

observers, just returned from London, brings 
optimistic news regarding Britain's ability to 
withstand the nazi blitzkrieg. 


He reports that the morale of the Royal Air 


Force is excellent, that both British planes and 
pilots are better than the German, and that two 
or three British fighters sometimes go up after 
twenty Nazi bombers and drive them away. 
Numerically, of course, Germany still is far 
ahead of the British airplane force. 


What the nazis have been doing so far in 


their sporadic airplane flights over England is 
to look for Britain's new and hidden air fields. 
In Poland and Norway, the first thing the Nazis 
did was to bomb airports and the adjacent 
hangars. Learning from this lesson, the British 
have now pushed old trucks and automobiles 
onto their airports, making them a burial 
ground for jallopies. Meanwhile, their real air- 
ports are hidden. 


The Nazis have been sending scouting planes 


to find them. As far as the British can ascer- 
tain, they have been unsuccessful. 


The Nazis also have been completely unsuc- 


cessful in their fifth column activities in Eng- 
land. The British cleaned out all suspects long 
ago, and the British people are reported to be 
standing like a rock against the invasion. 


Equally optimistic have been British bombing 


flights over Germany. These take place every 
night over the Ruhr industrial areas and the 
Hamburg warehouses. Intelligence reports in- 
dicate that large stores of Nazi gasoline have 
been destroyed, and that at Essen workmen 
have become so restless over the nightly bomb- 
ings that some of them have been arrested for 
a "defeatist" attitude. The effect of the British 
bombing has been to prevent night-time factory 
production; and also to keep workers from 
sleeping. 


Note—Despite this optimistic report, the con 


sensus of war department opinion is that Grea 
Britain faces the toughest battle in history 
which may end in defeat However, the picture 
is brighter than it was.

"rheumatism." 


Fundamentally I'm skeptical of 


the remedial value of most medi- 
cines if not a therapeutic nihil- 
ist, so I have generally credited 
these beneficial results to Old Doc- 
tor Coincidence. 


Since the recently Introduced 


high potency vitamin D treatment 
of chronic arthritis has come into 
wide use, with most encouraging 
results in many obstinate cases, 1 
have been constrained to abate my 
incredulity a jot and « couple of 
tittles/Not that the high potency or 
massive dose vitamin D treatment i; 
a sure cure or even a panacea, but 
in a fair proportion of cases of ad- 
vanced chronic arthritis which fails 
to respond to other remedies cr 
therapeutic measures a daily dose cf 
from 200,000 to 400.000 U. S. P. XI 
units of vitamin D (4 to 8 teaspoon- 
fuls of D in oil, or 4 to 8 capsules 
daily) for several months, appears 
to bring about gratifying improve- 
ment, in some instances restoring 
the patient from a crippled or help- 
less state to his or her normal oc- 
cupation. (Details of the treatment 
•re given in monograph on "Arth- 
ritis," available on request if you 
Inclose stamped envelope bearing 
your address). 


The physiological action or func- 


tion of calcium (lime) in the body 
is somewhat complicated for the 
comprehension of the layman, but 
briefly it Is essential for ossifica- 
tion of bone, for regulation or 
nerve-muscular irritabjlity or ex- 
citement, for efficient' contraction 
of the muscle of heart and artcrv 
wall, for normal clotting of blood, 
and to maintain normal permeabil- 
ity of capillary endothelium or to 
diminish excessive permeability of 
the capillary endothelium. 


Best food sources of calcium for 


anybody are milk, cheese (every 
kind), egg yolk, green vegetables, 
raw cabbage, carrots, turnips, dried 
peas, beans, nuts, peanuts, cauli- 
flower, string beans, oysters, wa- 
tercress, dandelion greens, radish- 
es, celery, onions, orange and or- 
ange juice, tomato or tomato juice, 
plain wheat, oatmeal or rolled oats, 
rhubarb, lemon or lemon juice, as- 
paragus, lettuce, parsnips. Any one j 
with arthritis or. if you prefer 
"chronic rheumatism" should dis 
miss from his mind any delusions 
or fancies he may have about "ac- 
id" in any such food and include 
these calcium-rich foods in his dail.% 
diet as a simple matter of good nu- 
trition and good health. 


The daily requirement of the 


body is estimated at about ten 
grains of elementary cnlcium for 
the adult, at least 15 or 18 grains for 
the child. 


Only one-fourth of the calcium 


present Jn food is or can be absorb- 
ed or utilized —the other three- 
fourths of it is excreted in the fc- 
ces. Remember that vitamin D is 
necessary for absorption and utili- 
zation of calcium. Acidity in the 
small intestine also favors better 
absorption and utilization of cal- 
cium.

Such a 
soil can be made by. mixing one- 
third humus, one-third sand and 
the rest screened garden loam.

agent. 


Walter H. Ebling, 
agricultural 


statistician, said that other impor- 
tant changes in the manufacture of 
dairy products as compared with 
the output in 1938 was a sharp de- 
crease in the amount of creamery 
butter made and a large increase in 
the amount of condensery products 
canned. 


More than 369 million pounds of 


Wisconsin cheese were made last 
year, which is an increase of 1 per 
cent compared with the production 
th« previous year. Nearly 281 mil- 
lion pounds of American 
cheese 


were produced last year and over 
31 million 
pounds of brick and 


Munster cheese. American cheese 
production 
was about 
2 million 


pounds above the previous year but 
the output of brick and Munster 
was about the same. Swiss cheese 
production decreased about 2 per 
cent and in 1939 was about 29 mil- 
lion pounds. 


Italian cheese production increas- 


ed 28 per cent compared with the 
output in 1938. Over 
9 
million 


pounds of Italian cheese were made 
in Wisconsin in 1939. The growth of 
Wisconsin's Italian cheese industry 
has been rapid in recent years. In 
1932 only 620,000 pounds were made 
in the state.

in 1939 than in 1938. Last year's 
production, however, was still ap- 
preciably below the record produc- 
tion of 1936.
